Damage Revised Upward—Goats on Nevada 
Survived but Rays May 


Fatal.

ABOARD U.S. S. APPALACH- 
IAN, July 3 (AP) — Fifty-nine 
of Bikini’s 73 target warships felt 
the white-hot blast of the atomic 
bomb, the Navy reported today, 
with damage ranging from total 
to negligible. 

Six remained dangerously radio- 
active today, 

Five, including one modern 
cruiser, were sunk; nine others, 
including two battleships, two 
cruisers and a carrier, were 
“heavily damaged.” Damage to 
small craft was not tallied. 

The Army’s official ground 
forces observer, Maj. Gen, An- 
thony McAuliffe, concluded the 
new weapon could force any na- 
tion, even the United States, to 
quit a war—although he believed 
it would be more effective against 


cities and industries than military 
targets. 

“I hope I never see another one 
like that thing,” he told reporters. 
He said he knew of no defense 
except to shoot it down, or to 
send airborne troops to its source 
of production in an enemy 
country. 

He said he did not believe any 
man could have survived on the 
decks of the target vessels in the 
innermost, hardest-hit group, 

Test animals left aboard the 
fleet survived the blast, however; 
even those aboard the centrally- 
anchored Battleship Nevada still 
lived. But whether their exposure 
to atomic rays would prove fatal 
within the next few days was to 
be determined. Sailors said one 
goat on the Nevada's quarterdeck 
was “mighty sick.”

LANDLORD BOOSTS 
RENTS 150 PER CENT 
‘WITH PLEASURE?’ 


Says Tenants Have ‘Made 
Life One of Headache, 
Fears for 4 Years.’ 


NEWARK, N.J., July 3 (INS)— 
The state OPA office in Newark 
reported yesterday that a Union 
(N.J.) tenant received the follow- 
ing letter from his landlord before 
the state freeze on residential 
rents was announced: 


“My Dear Tenants, 


„It is with the greatest of 
pleasure that I announce I'm be- 
ing most fair under the New Jer- 
sey state law, giving you one 
month's notice to vacate, get out, 
in other words to scram, by Aug. 
1, 1946. 

“It will be my pleasure to take 
proper court action to be free of 
the most delightful tenants, who 
have made my life one of the 
headaches and fears for the past 
four years, a family who didn’t 
have the fairness to co-operate 
with the landlord,. but made his 
already heavy burdén a greater 
one by kicks and complaints. 

“Your rent of $50 a month, 
which is so low that I am ashamed 
5 myself for even taking it, will 

be $125 per month on and after 
Aug. 1 if you should care to sign 
a lease. 

“Otherwise, scram, get out, move 
and annoy some other owner for 
the next four years. Then you 
may find out that I am not such 
a bad landlord.”

HITLER'S FORMER 

CHAUFFEUR SAYS 
HE SAW FUERRER 
DEAD IN BERLIN 


Testifies He Helped Car- 
ry Eva Braun’s Body 
Outside for Cremation 
and That Bazooka Shell 
Blasted Bormann.

NUERNBERG, July 3 (AP)— 
Adolf Hitler’s former chauffeur, 
Erich Kempka, testified today that 
he saw the German leader lying 
dead in the Reichschancellery in 
Berlin the afternoon of April 30, 
1945, and also helped carry Eva 
Braun’s body outside for crema- 
tion. 

Kempka also told the interna- 


tional military tribunal he saw 


Martin Bormann, missing aid of 
the Fuehrer who is on trial in 
absentia, blasted by a bazooka 
shell with such force that it was 
impossible for him to be alive. 
The chauffeur referred to Eva 
Braun, the bride of a few hours, 
“Adolf Hitler’s wife.” 
When he told how he saw the 
body of the Fuehrer rolled in a 
blanket, with only the booted legs 
hanging out, he said: “It wasn't 
the same Adolf Hitler.” 
The courtroom was quiet as 
Kempka continued: 
“I can say he died the 30th of 
April between 2 and 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon. I didn’t see him die. 
But I carried his body out of the 
bunker and set it on fire. I car- 
ried Adolf Hitler’s wife out.” 
Testimony un Bormann. 
Kempka reported he said fare- 
well to Bormann in the Chancel- 
lery and struck out across Ber- 
lin to the Friedrichstrasse sta- 
tion. He said the city was in 
chaos. About 2 a.m. May 1 he 
saw Bormann and the Chancellery 
secretary of state, Dr. Naumann, 
near the station and they dis- 
cussed how to get away from the 
Russians. 
Others joined them behind a 
large German tank and some ar- 
mored vehicles. The column had

Kempka said he was three or 
four yards behind the tank and 
Bormann was directly beside it. 
He said he saw Bormann and 
Naumann collapse and that their 
bodies were hurled away. 
“Martin Bormann must have 
died in that explosion,” he said. 
“I never saw him again.”

Meanwhile, it was learned that 
Field. Marshal Karl Rudolf von 
Rundstedt, who has disclaimed or- 
dering the 1944 offensive that end- 
ed in the Battle of the Bulge, told 
Army interrogators that he op- 
posed that type of attack because 
the Wehrmacht was no longer 
mobile enough to maintain its 
supply lines under Allied air at- 
tack. 
Rundstedt said he wanted to 
strike the British-American spear- 
head at Aachen and, if successful, 
then straighten his lines and dig 
in. Hitler vetoed that, he said. 
The Fuehrer planned the entire 
campaign as it eventually evolved, 
Rundstedt said. 
The marshal dispelled a long- 
held belief that the offensive 
bogged down for lack of oil. He 
asserted that there was plenty of 
fuel, but the rail ond road travel 
as under such a terrific air lash- 
ing he couldn’t keep it moving.

Beef prices soared to record lev- 
els at National Stockyards today, 
while two of the largest St. Louis 


go up 1 cent a quart. 

In an effort to forestall ex- 
cessive rent increases, Alderman 
Herman Novack plans to intro- 
duce in the Board of Aldermen 
next Monday a bill which would 
limit increases on rooms, apart- 


ments and homes to 15 per cent 
above OPA ceiling levels. This 
would be an interim measure of 
90-day duration, but it could be 
extended, he said. Violation would 
be a misdemeanor punishable by 
a maximum fine of $500 and six 
months’ imprisonment. 

A carload of steers brought $22 
per hundredweight In spirited bid- 
ding on which there was no OPA 
ceiling restraint. Producers’ Live- 
stock Commission Association, 
which sold the consignment to an 
order buyer for eastern shipment, 
said the previous record price was 
$20.75, paid in 1919. 

Choice steers sold for $20.50 yes- 
terday. Three carloads of heifers 
Moday brought a record price of 
$19.25, or 31 more than the high 
set yesterday. 

The old OPA over-all ceiling on 
cattle and calves was $17.90. 

Pevely and St. Louis Dairy 
companies announced they will 
increase the retail price of milk 
1 cent a quart, effective tomor- 
row. This will bring the price of 
grade A milk to 17 cents and 
homogenized milk to 18. The in- 
crease was attributed in part to 
higher wages provided in a new 
contract with AFL workers. 

Other dairies were expected to 
follow suit. Quality Dairy Co. said 
it planned to increase its prices to- 
morrow, but would not say how 
much the boost will be. North- 
land Dairy Co. said it expected to 
increase its prices. Benbush Dairy 
Farm announced a Il-cent in- 
crease. 

Previous Price Rise. 

Only two weeks ago, the price 
of milk here advanced % cent a 
quart urfler an OPA revision of 
ceilings to compensate for higher 
production costs. 

The active market at National 
Stockyards indicated there might 
soon be more meat available for 
housewives, but at higher prices. 
This was particularly true of 
beef. While salable cattle receipts 
today were estimated at only 2200 
head, compared to 3000 yesterday, 
and calves dropped from 2500 to 
1500, there were twice as many 
good steers on hand. 

Hog receipts declined sharply as 
a result of the break in yester- 
day’s market, there being only 
5000 hogs on hand, compared to 
10,700 yesterday.

GOVERNOR CALLS 
ON LANDLORDS 10 
HOLD RENT LINE 


Law If They Fail to 
Respond.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 3— 
An appeal to landlords in Mis- 
souri to hold their rentals to the 
June 30 OPA ceilings and to re- 
frain from evicting tenants, as 


an aid in keeping down inflation, 
coupled with a threat to request 
the Legislature to reconvene to 
enact state rent control law if 
there is no immediate response, 
was issued last night by Gov. 
Donnelly. 

Donnelly said he had received 
numerous requests to freeze all 
rents in Missouri at June 30 
levels, since the termination of 
the Federal Office of Price Ad- 
ministration and the wiping out 
of all rent controls. He said he 
had no authority to do this under 
the Constitution and existing 
laws. 

The Governor cannot exercise 
his constitutional authority to 
call a special session of the Legis- 
lature at this time, because the 
Legislature is in recess and not 
in adjournment. Under a joint 
resolution adopted by both houses 
last week the Legislature is in 
recess until July 8, and on that 
day is scheduled to take a 30-day 
recess until Aug. 7 to permit acts 
passed, but not now operative, to 
become effective, under a consti- 
tutional provision. 

Action ‘Imperative.’ 

Donnelly said that if landlords 
throughout Missouri who are tak- 
ing advantage of the present 
situation “persist in increasing 
rents and evicting tenants be- 
cause they will not pay increased 
and unreasonable rertals, it will 
be imperative that the General 
Assembly, now in recess, recon- 
vene and enact legislation that 
will put a stop to such increases 
and practices.” 

“The General Assembly can re- 
convene on short notice,” the Gov- 
ernor said, “and if there is not an 
immediate response to this appeal 
I will seriously consider a request

Record Bless on Cattle; 
Hogs Over Ceilings —

NEW YORK, July 3 (AP)—The 
consumer had only scattered 
pieces of a jigsaw price puzzle 
today to indicate his future finan- 
cial picture but he glimpsed high- 
er costs in a few of them. 

While it was too early to deter- 
mine over-all trends in the costs 
of everyday necessities, the con- 
sumer took note of record high 
prices for cattle, above-ceiling 
payments for hogs and varying 
increases some places in what he 
pays for butter, poultry, milk, 
cheese, flour and a few other 
items, particularly rent. 

Offsetting these advances, how- 
ever, were steady price levels in 
many another commodity, plus 
pledges from business and indus- 
try to keep them that way wher- 
ever possible,

Officials left no doubt that 
this means the United States is 
committed only to supply ships, 
several million dollars and food 
and housing assistance for the 
huge migration. The Jews are ex- 
pected to be taken by rail from 
Germany to various Mediterran- 
ean ports and thence to Pales- 
tine by boat. 

Henry F. Grady, former assist- 
ant Secretary of State, will head 
a special American mission to 
London early this month to lay 
final plans for the migration— 
assuming the British government 
goes along with the project. 

Truman's statement that the 
United States was not consulted 
about the British military cam- 
paig:. is the Holy Land was con- 
firmed by a British Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman, who said, how- 
ever, that the United States had 
been told in advance that “coun- 
ter measures” against Jewish ex- 
tremists were being considered.

DEATH SENTENCES

JERUSALEM, July 3 (AP)—

Meanwhile, British soldiers 
equipped with mine detectors, bull- 
dozers, and pneumatic drills con- 
tinued a foot-by-foot search of 
the Jewish village of Mesheq 
Yagur, where they have uncovered 
10 large caches of contraband 
munitions. 

An official British statement 
{fssued here last night gave this 
list of arms uncovered at Mesheq 
Yagur to date: 314 rifles, 46 re- 
volvers, 15 machine guns, 85 two- 
inch mortars, one &0-millimeter 
mortar, two 60-millimeter mortars, 
five submachine guns, 200,000 
rounds of small arms ammunition, 
3000 mortar bombs, 2000 grenades 
and more than 500 pounds of ex- 
plosives, 

Much of this contraband was 
found in an elaborate underground 
chamber of concrete construction. 
Part was found in a secret room 
between the first and second 
floors of a building used as a 
nursery. 

Many of the men in the village 
were arrested Saturday morning.

HARRY KOPLAR 
DES: PIONEER 
MOVIE OPERATOR 


Retired About Six Years 
Ago—Funeral Services 
to Be at 9:30 Tomor- 
row Morning. 


Harry Koplar, pioneer St. Louis 
motion picture theater operator, 
died at Jewish Hospital last night 
after a heart attack at his home, 
6304 Westminster place. 

Mr. Koplar, who was 63 years 
old, formerly was associated with 


George and Spyros Skouras in the 
motion picture theater business 
here and later with Fanchon & 
Marco, He had been retired for 
about six years. 

As early as 1912 he began his 
career as a motion picture the- 
ater operator in St. Louis, found- 
ing with a brother, Sam Koplar, 
the old Globe Theater, next to a 
department .store they owned at 
Eighth street and Franklin ave- 
nue. Later they operated tent 
shows, including both circus per- 
formances and motion pictures, 
in outlying sections of the city. 
Harry Koplar made many contri- 
butions to charitable organiza- 
tions, and one of the features of 
the tent shows was a standing 
offer, flashed on the screen be- 
tween performances, of free coal 
to the destitute. 

After founding the Globe The- 
ater, the Koplars acquired a chain 
of theaters in the city from the 
O. T. Crawford organization. 
There were 15 theaters in this 
group, which was sold to Famous 
Players, then repurchased and at 
still a later date merged with 
Warner Brothers interests, Skour- 
as interests and Fanchon & Mar- 
co. Harry and Sam Koplar were 
chief figures in the building of 
the St. Louis Theater in 1924. 

For the last few years of his 
active participation in the theater 
business Harry Koplar acted 
alone, Sam Koplar having gone 
into other ventures. 

Mr. Koplar, a bachelor, had been 
ill for some time, suffering his 
first heart attack five years ago. 
Surviving are his mother, three 
brothers and two sisters. The 
brothers are Sam Koplar, who 
owns the Park Plaza hotel and a 
controlling interest in Hotel 
Chase; Nat Koplar, associated 
with Sam Koplar in the hotel 
business, and Sol Koplar of Chi- 
cago.

Commissioner Harry Schaffner to 
renew the State license of the 
Crown Loan Corporation of St. 
Louis, and to restrain him from 
prosec.ting any operations of the 
company without a license. 

The test case was rushed to 
hearing yesterday, after Attorney 


General J. E. Taylor last Friday 
advised the Finance Commis- 
sioner not to renew licenses of 

of the small loan companies, 
„ of which expired on June 30. 


Conflict With Conrtitution. 

Taylor ruled that the special 
law under which the small loan 
companies operated as void 
ate July 1, because it was in 
conflict witi. the new Constitu- 
ton. He ‘so held that the gen- 
err interest law, fixing a maxi- 
mum rate of 8 per cent a year, 
would apply to loans by small 
loan companies after that date. 

Under the new Constitution all 
laws in conflict with its pro- 
visions became inoperative on 
July 1. -. prohibits the Legisla- 
tur> from fixing interest rates 
for any particular class of lend- 
ers, and requires that rates fixed 
by law shall apply generally to 
all lenders. A pending interest 
code bill was deadlock in a dis- 
pute over rates, when the Legis- 
lature quit work last Friday for 
a summer recess. 

While the test case filed yes- 
terday was in the name of only 
one company, it was presented 
by counsel for the Missouri Asso- 
ciation of Personal Finance Com- 
panies, the state organization of 
small loan companies. 

Bryan Purteet and Raleigh Me- 
Cormick of St. Louis, of counsel 
for the Association, contended 
the Small Loan Act was not re- 
pealed the Constitution and 
was still in effect. Refusal to re- 
new the licenses was declared to 
be in excess of the powers of the 
Finance Commissioner. 

Diversified Opinions. 

“There are 80 — diversified 
opinions about the loan section 
of the 1945 Constitution,” McCor- 
mick said, “that it may take years 
to determine just what it means. 

Purteet said the 140 companies 
were faced with an “extreme 
emergency,” that continued re- 
fusal to renew licenses would 
wreck their business, and that the 
companies = confronted with 
losses in election of $13,000,000 
in outstanding loans unless their 
offices remained in operation. 

George L. Gisler of Kansas 
City, of Association counsel, said 
a doubt would be raised in the 
minds of all borrowers as to 
whether they would have to pay 
the loans, “although these con- 
tracts in force are valid.”

MOSCOW, July 3 (AP)—The an-

It said that 
if continued the result would be 
more meat for consumers at “fair, 
open and compeétitive market 
prices.” Wherry declared these 
prices were no higher than the 
“black market” prices he said 
were prevalent under OPA. 

Whetry also read a statement 
he said was given him by Charles 
W. Holman, secretary, National 
Co-operative Milk Producers Asso- 
ciation. This statement said in- 
creases in milk prices were only 
to make up for Government sub- 
sidy payments which have been 
ended.

Meanwhile Acting Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson told reporters 
that priée increases here would 
cause economic difficulties abroad. 

The Government has suspended 
temporarily its program of lendi 
wheat to mills for domestic gri 
Wheat has been lent to millers 
from the stockpile built for foreign 
needs. Officials said the program 
Was suspended pending clarifica- 
tion of the price situation. 

Lt. Gen. Edmund B. Gregory, 
war assets administrator, an- 
mouned that prices on surplus 

roperty would not be changed. 

e said he expected the dealers 
who purchase it to abide by OPA 
ceilings. 

The civilian production admin- 
istration acted to protect vital 
construction and  reconversion 
activities, It ruled that suppliers 
may not charge higher prices to 
priority holders than to other pur- 
chasers and that if the supplier 
makes a general price increase he 
must give the priority holder a 
week in which to accept. The 
order is designed to keep produc- 
ers of luxury goods from bidding 
up prices on materials. 

The OPA announced that re- 
tallers, wholesalers and manufac- 
turers must preserve until July 1, 
1947, the records they were re- 
quired to keep under price regu- 
lations. The agency has been 
authorized to prosecute price vio- 
lations which occurred before the 
law expired at midnight June 30. 


FRUITS, VEGETABLES SPOILING 
IN UNION JURISDICTIONAL ROW 


Considerable amounts of fresh 
fruits and vegetables are peri- 
shing in St. Louis cold storage 
plants immobilized by a jurisdic- 
tional dispute between rival AFL 
unions, it was learned today. 

An official of L. Cherrick Fruit 
& Produce Co., 1133 North Third 
street, reported that a large 
quantity of grapefruit which his 
firm had in storage was deterio- 

rating because it had not been 
moved, Other wholesale fruit and 
able firms were known to 
have quantities of peaches, 
oranges, cherries and vegetables 
in reserve at the cold storage 
plants. Usually, it was said, they 
keep them in storage about a 
month before moving them to re- 
tail outlets. 

The two plants, St. Louis Re- 
frigerating & Cold Storage Co., 
and Booth Cold — o. are 
being picketed by members of the 
AFL, Teamsters & Chauffeurs’ 
Union which is seeking to drive 
the AFL Amalgamated Meat Cut- 
ters & Butcher Workmen from 
the plants. A third cold storage 
plant, Federal Cold Storage Co. 
has been shut down by a strike 
ef the butcher union,

From around the nation came a 
crescendo of complaints from 
tenants who told of extra-high 
rents imposed by landlords, but 
there were indications that most 
renters had received no notice of 
increases. Several states and cities 
acted to put ceilings on rentals, 
while others studied the matter. 


In Illinois Gov. Green declared. 
that landlords and others should 
refrain from any “gouge” of ten- 
ants and consumers. He added he 
did not have authority “to invoke 
rent control or any other economic 
controls.” State Senator Richard 
J. Daley of Chicago asked Green 
to call a special session of the 
legislature to meet what he called 
the “public emergency” occasioned 
by the end of rent control. 

The Greater Hotel Association 
of Chicago voted to retain pres- 
ent hotel room rates until it was 
learned whether Congress would 
act to re-instate rent control.

Centrally-anchored target ships 
still were emitting deadly rays to- 
day, said reports from V. Adm.

“hot” group were the battleships 
Nevada and Arkansas, submarine 
Skate, transport Crittenden,. a 
yard ofl tender and a floating dry- 
dock. The Skate was beached at 
Enyo Island, more than four miles 
from Bikini, because Navy officers 
feared its radioactivity might con- 
taminate Bikini’s swimming 
beach. 

The gutted carrier Indepen- 
dence, built on a cruiser hull, was 
towed several miles from the test 
anchorage, presumably to be 
beached for easier observation of 
its heavy damage. The most that 
could be said for it was that she 
still floated. There were gaping 
holes in its sides; steel plates and 
girders were buckled and twisted. 
Its superstructure was missing. 

Maj. Gen, Curtis E. Lemay, after 
inspecting the heavy cruiser 
Pensacola and battleships Nevada 
and Arkansas, said the bomb had 
done far more damage than he 
estimated from the air following 
the drop. He said all three ships 
would require drydock repairs 
taking several months. This was 
despite the fact that “the bomb 
fell short, probably outside the 
500-foot circle we promised the 
Navy,” Lemay said, adding: “We 
won't know definitely until we ex- 
amine the photographs.” 

(N. B. C. Correspondent W. W. 
Chaplin asserted in a broadcast 
that the bomb exploded three sec- 
onds ahead of schedule and a 
mile and a half higher in the air 
than planned “so that the greatest 
force blew skyward and not 
down.” The Bikini bomb, he said 
burst four times higher than the 
one at Na ki.) 

The inspection party found the 


Nevada's main deck buckled as 
deep as three feet, although the 
bomb fell aft instead of over it. 
The Pensacola’s stacks were 
crumpled and twisted, and its 
main deck had buckled in three 
places. 

The Nevada and the cruiser Salt 
Lake City were added to the list 
of ships heavily damaged. The 
first official report had classified 
their damage as light. 

Damage From Heat, 


The extent of heat damage to 
some of the more distant parts of 
the target fleet showed human 
survival would have been doubt- 
ful. Ships a mile from the center 
of the blast were burned and 518 
blackened as though by a tremen- 
dous blast furnace, Anyone on 
their decks would have burned to 
death in an instant. Oddly, aboard 


the much nearer Nevada, only 
parts of the ship were thus af- 
fected, and goats lived through it. 


Human beings, had they been 
aboard the German cruiser Prinz 


Eugen at the time of the atomic 
blast, would have been pelted with 
small metal balls about the size 
of birdshot. Thousands of these 
pellets fell on the Eugen’s decks. 
Still radioactive, they were washed 
overboard today with hoses. —

Walter P. Reuther, VAW-CIO 
president, delivered the warning 
last night at a union rally which 
called for a one-day nation-wide 
labor holiday to protest against 
the end of OPA controls. He de- 
clared: 

“I serve notice on industry that 
if prices go up and Congress fails 
to re-enact the OPA law, we will 
open our wage contracts whether 
provisions to do so ere in them 
or not. 

“Congress and industry have 
broken their promise to hold the 
line and stabilize costs. If they 
can break their promises, we can 
break ours.” 


Declaring that most of the 18%- 
cent wage boosts won earlier this 
year have now been “lost,” Reu- 
ther said: 

“We've got to see to it that 
wage increases are not reflected 
in higher costs.” 

The delegates, representing 300 
locals with a combined member- 
ship of 350,000, called on CIO

Dai Rees, another pre-tourna- 
ment favorite, had a 75 today, de- 
fending champion Dick Burton a 
74, and Charley Ward, winner of 
the first pro tournament played 
here after the war, a 73. 

Locke's approaches were so dead 
to the pin that he got birdies on 
the fifth with a five-foot putt and 
on the ninth with a three footer.

promised today that the Soviet Union will never start a war 
against the United States or anyone else.” 
He said he knew that the people of this country do not want to 


fight anyone. 

But while he insisted that all 
differences between the two major 
powers can be “ironed out,” Novi- 
kov cautioned that solutions for 
many world problems will require 
time and patience. 

His views were made known in 
his first interview with an Amer- 
ican reporter since he presented 
his ambassadorial letters to Presi- 
dent Truman June 3. 

“There is no basis whatever for 
war between the Soviet Union and 
the United States,” said the 
stocky, 43-year-old Russian. 

I know this—that the people of 
the United States do not want to 
wage a war against the Soviet 
Union or any other country. I 
know the Soviet Union will never 

a war against the United 
States or anyone else. 

“Thus, the differences between 
us must be ironed out. I believe 
they will be ironed out.” 

In emphasizing that solutions 
to all world problems cannot be 
expected overnight, Novikov said: 

“Europe is now in its most diffi- 
cult period—the transition from 
war to peace. Problems inevitably 
will be difficult.” 

No ‘Inevitable Clashes.’ 

Novikov rejected any idea that 
serious clashes of interest between 
Russia and the United States are 
“inevitable” or “necessary.” The 
reporter had used those words in 
framing one of six written ques- 
tions submitted in advance of the 
interview. 

The ambassador said good faith 
by both nations, but by “practical 
actions and deeds” in carrying out 
mutual obligations, will prevent 
such clashes. 

When “properly understood,” the 
national interests of the two coun- 
tries create more of a sound basis 
for co-operation than for “clashes 
on an economic, political or any 
other ground,” he added. 

“One hardly need mention that 
the government and peoples of the 
Soviet Union do not wish, nor are 
they seeking, any clashes with 
anyone, including the United 
States of American, our ally of 
yesterday in the struggle against 
the common enemy.” 

Novikov voiced one criticism of 
the United States: his contention 
that this country, along with Brit- 
ain and France, is not carrying 
out the Potsdam Big Three agree- 
ment on German reparations. In 

nse to a written question as 
to how the United States could 
best help Russia rebuild its areas 
devastated by the war, he wrote: 

“First of all, we wish the Allies, 
including ine United States, would 
carry out the agreements on rep- 
arations from Germany, especially 
in respect tc deliveries from the 
western areas of Germany to the 
Soviet Union. 

“It would facilitate our recon- 
struction of the devastated terri- 
tories of the Soviet Union.” 


JN promi V. NOVIKOV, new Russian ambassador to this country, 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP). 


Expanding this answer verbally, 
Novikov said some parts of Rus- 
sia, particularly the Ukraine, bad- 
ly need equipment which western 
German industrial plants could 
furnish—especially equipment for 
iron and steel manufacture. 

Reparations deliveries from the 
western zones to Russia, now 
stopped completely, never were 
sufficient to aid Soviet rehabilita- 
tion substantially, Novikov said. 

“A more intensive trade between 
our two countries could also be of 
great importance, and this would 
be of no less advantage for the 
United States itself,” Novikov 
added. He did not mention the 
much-discussed proposal for a bil- 
ag cs American loan to Rus- 
sia.

He added that if the big nations 
approached current problems in 
the spirit of Tehran, Yalta and 
Potsdam, the solutions would 
come more quickly. Agreements 
at these meetings were not only 
military, but political and eco- 
nomic as well, he pointed out. 

Novikov, fifth Russian ambassa- 
dor to Washington since the Unit- 
ed States recognized the Soviet 
Union in 1933, appeared to have 
none of the reticence,during the 
interview that he often shows 
when approached by reporters 
during his State Department visits. 

Sitting behind his desk in the 
large embassy study, he chatted in 
friendly fashion on a variety of 
topics for more than half an hour. 
He dodged no questions and tried 
to make his answers entirely clear. 

He hopes to travel widely in the 
United States during his tenure 
as ambassador, Novikov said, but 
this will depend on his official 
duties, 

He said he presumed Americans 
would be able to travel in all parts 
of Russia once “facilities essential 
for normal service of tourists have 


been rehabilitated.” 


MORE FURNITURE 
NEEDED IF VETERAN 
HOUSES ARE BUILT 


Officials Say 4,560,000,000 
Feet of Lumber Will Be 
_ Necessary for 2,700,000 Units. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
Unless the Government wants its 
veterans and their families to 
sleep on floors and sit on nail 
kegs, production officers say it 
must find ways to provide suf- 


ficient lumber to make much more 
household furniture. 

A high percentage of the 2,700,- 
000 dwellings the Government 
plans to build by 1948 will be 
without furniture if housing con- 
struction goals are met, W. A. 
Bryant, chief of the Civilian Pro- 
duction Administration's durable 
goods branch, said today. 

His view was concurred in by 
a spokesman for the National Re- 
tail Furniture Association, who de- 
clared that even the present furni- 
ture supply is not sufficient to 
meet current demands. 

CPA recently took stock of the 
furniture situation, Bryant said. 
The survey showed that it will 
take 4,560,000,000 board feet of 
hardwood lumber and 1,153,000 
square feet of plywood to complete 
furniture for 2,700,000 dwellings. 
In the peak year of 1941, the en- 
tire furniture industry consumed 
2,250,000,000 feet of lumber in pro- 
duction of household furniture. 

“On that basis,” Bryant de- 
clared, “it will take two years’ 
consumption to fill the veterans’ 
housing needs. And that doesn't 
take into consideration current de- 
miands for lower-priced furniture 
nor the high-priced furniture now 


being produced disproportionately.”

ATHLIT CLEARANCE CAMP, Palestine (AP). 


HIS drab and business-like barbed wire camp, guarded by Bren 
guns and the Palestine pofice, is the gateway to the promised land 
for thousands of illegal Jewish immigrants, 


Survivors of Nazi pogroms and Europe's concentration camps, they 
have braved great obstacles on a long and hazardous road, only to 
wind up once more behind barbed wire and guns. 

But the camp is the last milestone of the journey. Here they will 
receive the certificates which will admit them to Palestine to live as 
legal residents. The process usually takes about two weeks—two weeks 
of virtual imprisonment, but the certainty of release makes that an 


almost minor detail. 


The momentary shadow that crosses their faces 


is only a reflex memory of incredible past experiences. 


After kissing the ground of 
their long-lost Israel, after the 


‘wild joy of arrival, after the re- 


lief of debarking from cramped, 
foul-smelling little ships, they 
pass through heavy gates again, 
shut away for a time from their 
goal. But they go through sing- 
ing and their wobbly sea legs 
carry them willingly. 

This is the way more than 3000 
Jews have been introduced to 
Palestine since last December. 
Frank Noel, Associated Press 
photographer, and I came in with 
a group of 500. 

Seek to Be Caught. 

They had traveled for 15 days 
in a erude, one-masted caique of 
100 tons —- young, sunburned men 
and women crowded on the open 
decks. Ten expectant mothers 
were in the band. They had 
come across the Mediterranean, 
leaving secret ports at night, cer- 
tain they would be caught as 
soon as they came within sight 
of Palestine, 

They had smuggled themselves 
knowingly into the very hands of 
authority. Flaunting the Gov- 
ernment’s law which says they 
cannot enter, large sums of money 


were invested at the outset on a 
certain total loss. The ship they 
came on will be confiscated; if a 
crew can be found among them, 
it will be impounded. They knew 
they would be imprisoned at 
Athlit. 


‘Grimly guarded as it is, how- 
ever, it is not another concentra- 
tion camp. Athlit is the spot 
where the official lines of con- 
tradiction cross. The law says 
only 1500 Jewish immigrants will 
be admitted to Palestine each 
month, It says that no one can 
enter without a visa or official 
certificate. But some 40 per cent 
of the 9000 Jewish immigrants 
since last December came here 
illegally and were released with 
Government certificates.

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Test at Bikini 
Meant Nothing, 
Says Scientist 


Only Truly Signifi- 
cant' Experiment 
Will Be Under- 
water Blast.

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP). 
N ew atomic bombs, far more 

deadly than any existing type, 
were predicted today Dr. 
J. H. Rush, treasurer of the Fed- 
eration of American Scientists. 

Rush said “It’s sound to expect 
atomic bombs a lot more powerful 
than the present ones.“ 

W. A. Higinbotham, chairman 
of the federation, expressed the 
opinion that the Bikini bomb en- 
periment contributed nothing to 
scientific knowledge and that the 
“only truly significant test” will 
be the deep underwater explo- 
sion scheduled for next year. 

Results only bore out the pre- 
dictions made by scientists weeks 
ago, Higinbotham said in a state- 
ment, adding: 


“Besides the military reasons for 
holding the test, there will no 
doubt be some technical items 
gathered but there will be noth- 
ing learned of value to peace- 
time uses which could not have 
been learned much more cheaply 
and more accurately in labora- 
tory tests with less of a circus 
atmosphere.” 

Rush, a member of the original 
bomb development staff at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., made his forecast 
when a reporter called his atten- 
tion to a statement by Chairman 
McMahon (Dem.), Connecticut, of 
the Senate Special Atomic Com- 
mittee that the Bikini bomb, like 
those used against Japan, was 
merely a “model T,” heralding 


‘immensely more destructive types, 


“Some of the top scientists,” 
said Rush, “have commented that 
there are theoretical means of 
making the present type atomie 
bomb more destructive—and esti- 
mates of bombs 10 to 100 times 
more powerful than those that 
have been used have been kicked 
around as possibilities. 

“Nobody is free to say, of 
course, whether such bombs can

Message From Manila 

A promise of freedom, made a half - century 
ago, accepted in good faith, fought for and now 
achieved, will raise a sunbeamed red-and-blue 
flag tomorrow in Manila. It rises with the dawn 
of the Philippine Republic, a new and free na- 
tion, a bond between the East and the West, a 
symbol to millions of oppressed Asiatics. 

Nearly 50 years ago, at the zenith of imper- 
ialism, President McKinley spoke strange words 
for that time. He said, “The Philippines are 
not ours to exploit, but to develop, to civilize, 
to educate, to train in the science of self-govern- 
ment.” Ten years ago, this promise became 


charter in the Independence Act. Tomorrow it 


becomes fact, through the pride of the Filipinos 
and the pride of America. 

When has history ever recorded .such trans- 
fusion of freedom? What other nation has held 


out the torch of liberty to another, helped to 


sustain and nurture it, then to pass it on? What 
are the events that created this new light in 
Asia, burning 170 years after it first caught 
spark in the United States? 2 

In 1898, the Filipinos were as willing to ac- 
cept our colonial domination as that of Spain, 
which we replaced. Under Aguinaldo, the Ilo- 
canos and Igorotes and the Bontoc head-hunt- 
ers fought back: When the American Army 
put down the insurrection, after three bloody 
years, it was only after American physicians, 
teachers, engineers and governors had given 
evidence of future freedom. 

At the start, the struggle was for sanitation 
and communication and enlightenment, as foun- 
dations of a new state. But after three years of 
military rule, a civil government appeared. In 
six years, 5000 schools were opened, In another 
eight years, the Filipinos held 72 per cent of 
the government positions. Already modern 
roads, bridges, ports and farming methods had 
appeared. bee 

Then rapid advance of the Filipinos toward 
self-government and the highest standard: of 
living in the Orient was halted, With Pearl Har- 
bor came the crucial test of America’s handiwork. 
The Filipinos met that test. Their half-armed 
guerrillas fought the invaders to a standstill in 
many provinces, and met their emancipators on 
the Leyte beach. From that hour, there was no 
question but that 18,000,000 Filipinos had earned 
freedom. 

Now they face a different test: to build so 
they may stand alone, and they must build in a 
ravaged land, where some starve, and some 
fight one another. They need American help. 
They need more financial aid than the compen- 
sation given by the new War Damages Act. 
which can pay only for part of the wreckage of 
war. They need more economic self-reliance 
than is possible under the new trade policy, be- 
cause the gradual imposition of export quotas 
merely postpones the day when their economy 
must be untied from ours. 

Above all, the Filipinos require political sta- 
bility. Today terror rules Central Luzon, where 
Hukbalahap , guerrillas fight military police. 
Wherever the blame lies, the essential factor is 


the demand for agrarian reform, and President 


Roxas must comprehend that his people, a free 
people, demand freedom from feudal oppres- 
sion. The United States might persuade the 
Filipino leaders to understand that the security 
of both the Islands and ourselves requires main- 
tenance of military bases in the archipelago, and 
the bases will not be secure if they are locked 
in an unstable population. 

With these necessities recognized, the Philip- 
pine Republic will be a strong ideological bridge 
between two continents. This was envisioned 
by Gen. Romulo in his farewell address to Con- 
gress as Resident Commissioner: “You told the 
world, by deed and not by word, that the im- 
perialism of the past was dying.”. And now, as 
stated by Romulo, the Filipinos themselves have 
taken up the message: N 

„We, who are of the Orient, speak to the 
restless millions of the Orient, and we say to 
them: The age of empire is no more 
Freedom is a thing for which you have a right 


Progress in Mississippi 

The orderly voting of Negroes in the Missis- 
sippi Democratic primary is, regardless of the 
election results, a slap in the face of Senator 
Bilbo—and high time, too. The officers of 
election seem to have behaved pretty generally 
in a civilized manner, and hundreds of Negro 
citizens were not intimidated by Bilbo’s bellow- 
ings. All this was contrary to the Senator’s esti- 
mate of his fellow-Mississippians. 

To be sure, the number of Negroes voting 
was small. But it is a distinct advance in democ- 
racy when election officials in the deep South, 
where Negroes have not dared vote, peacefully 
admit them to the ballot-box; when white men 
see them voting: and when, though democracy 
is made a reality, the heavens do not fall. It is 
not so much the number of Negroes that voted 
that matters; it is the number of white citizens 
who learned a lesson in representative govern- 
ment and became, by however small a degree, 
that much better prepared to accept it whole- 
heartedly.

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As the Small Loan Boys Stew 


The small loan companies are floundering des- 
pegately to get out of the hole into which they 
pushed themselves when. they refused to accept 
the maximum interest rate of 24 per cent of- 
fered them by the lower chamber of the Legis- 
lature. Legally the small-loaners are dead (un- 
less they are willing to take the 8 per cent in- 
terest permitted by the general law) and they 
are seeking artificial respiration in the form of 
a writ of mandamus to require the State Finance 
Commissioner to issue them licenses. 

But under the State Constitution, it seems 
clear, there is no legal basis for the issuance 
of such a writ. So the small loan companies 
should be let stew in their own juice. It is a 
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highly proper punishment for being too greedy 
and for putting too much faith in their lobbyists. 
In September the Legislature will meet again. 
By then the small loan companies should be will- 
ing to take the bill offered them by the House. 
Meanwhile, public prosecutors should move 
energetically against such lenders as try to op- 
erate without the law. 
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Sordid Stor 

The long-standing feeling on the part of many 
students of the subject that Representative An- 
drew Jackson May of Kentucky is a disgrace to 
Congress has been confirmed by the Senate War 
Investigating Committee headed by James M. 
Mead of New York. : 

May, according to evidence unearthed by the 
committee, was congressional pressure man for 
what Mr, Mead called “war profiteering at its 
worst“ —“ despicable“— “a sordid story.” 

As chairman of the House Military Commit- 
tee, May was in a uniquely favorable position to 
apply pressure on the Army. The Mead com- 
mittee's findings show that he threw all the 
weight of his position around in behalf of the 
profiteering which the committee chairman de- 
nounces as despicable. Nineteen Illinois con- 
cerns for which he lobbied with the Army re- 
ceived war contracts totaling $78,000,000. All 
these concerns were closely linked and some if 
not all of them were in effect a single company, 
divided for the purpose, among other things, of 
concealing enormous salary payments to execu- 
tives. 

Over a period of three and a half years, one 


of the interlocking officers received salaries 


totaling $505,709, another $484,705, and others 
salaries in the $200,000 and $100,000 brackets. 
The most brazen dodge to deprive the Govern- 
ment of excess profits, according to the evidence 
reported by the Mead committee, was the pay- 
ment of huge ‘salaries to the mother of one of 
the officers and the wife of another, in each 
case more than $100,000. 

This May who abused his prestige as chairman 
of the House Military Committee to bully the 


. Army into awarding millions of dollars in con- 


tracts to a bunch of profiteering friends is the 
same May who has served the coal interests of 
Kentucky with servile disregard of the interests 
of the public. 

He is the same May who has fought the TVA 
rancorously, who blocked the acquisition of the 
Tennessee Electric Power Co.’s electrical prop- 
erties by TVA and municipal and co-operative 
distributors as long as he could, who was co- 
author of the iniquitous May-Johnson atomic 
control bill which would have hog-tied science 
by putting it under dictatorial control by the 
military. 

It is the same May who has jingoistically bran- 
dished the atomic bomb by insisting on alter- 
ing the McMahon bill in committee to provide 
for at least one military member on the control 
commission—though the civilian-control measure 
had been urged by President Truman, Chief of 
Staff Gen. Eisenhower and Secretaries Patterson 
and Forrestal—and even to give the military the 
power of veto over the commission’s decisions. 
The same May who sought to weaken the draft 
bill and who cast a critical vote by proxy for 
Representative Andrews of New York, who was 
en route to Bikini and on hearing of the chair- 
man’s use of his proxy reversed the vote by 
wireless. Dubious tactics, these. 

The Mead committee has, in Mr. May, a good 
job to work on, and will be doing the country 
a distinguished service by pursuing the matter 
to the limit. / 
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Senator O' Daniel got his wish, and the sun 
rises on an OPA-less United States.

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New Funds for the Service Center 

With due deliberation prompted by some urg- 
ing, Comptroller Louis Nolte finally has agreed 
to full city support of the Veterans’ Service 
Center. So the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment was able to vote unanimously in ap- 
proving $20,970 for the center. This leaves the 
burden of an equal expense for the center’s 
operation up to the Community Chest. 

The additional funds are more necessary be- 
eause of the proposed vocational guidance pro- 
gram, which probably will become the service 
center’s principal contribution to veterans’ wel- 
fare. The Community Chest should not hesitate 
in joining Mayor Kaufmann, Comptroller Nolte 
and President Schweitzer of the Board of Alder- 
men, for their vote of funds was not generosity 
but clear recognition of St. Louis’s obligation to 
its war veterans.

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A Curb on Landlords 


Gov. Donnelly has warned that he will ask 
the Legislature to impose rent controls if land- 
lords do not quit taking unfair advantage of 
tenants. This newspaper remarked months ago 
that landlords, along with farmers, wage-earners 
and industrialists, are entitled to moderate in- 
creases. Some landlords, however—enough to 
cause very serious trouble and widespread hard- 
ship—are indulging in high-handed extortion. 
Other states have already acted to curb them. 
Missouri should follow unless Congress acts very 
soon. 

At the same time, it is well that the Democratic 
leadership in the United States Senate is block- 
ing the consideration of a separate rent-control 
bill, If such a bill became law, there would be less 
visible pressure for prompt and sufficient action 
to restore controls to other prices. The price be- 
havior of basic foodstuffs and other commodities 
since Monday has made it perfectly clear that any 
great inadequacy in the legislation, or even any 
great delay, would be disastrous. 

Today it appears that Congress will cheer- 
fully restore rent controls and, somewhat less 
cheerfully, controls over other prices. Land- 
lords with an intelligent grasp of their own in- 
terests will take note and restrain themselves 
accordingly. The immediate role for tenants is 
to sit tight, fight a delaying action and wait for 
relief from either Washington or Jefferson City.

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How Britain Fights Inflation

Fear of inflation casts shadow on Britain, but Government is fight- 
ing back strongly, writer says; consumers’ idle money is reflected 
chiefly in higher cost of luxuries; control weapons include taxes, 
price ceilings and rationing; black marketeers are treated severely.

LONDON. 

Great Britain is employing six major 
weapons in her battle against the growing 
threat of inflation. Five of them are Gov- 
ernment ordnance: mountainous taxation, 
price control, rationing, a savings cam- 
paign and a production drive. Experts say 
the sixth, not officially authorized, is the 
most potent weapon of all- the traditional 
self-restraint of the people. 


But fears of inflation cast a lengthening 
shadow. Price increases have been an- 
nounced for motor cars and utility clothing. 
Railway fares and freight rates have gone 
up. Industrial wages are rising. 

Britain’s problem is to prevent buyers 
with a huge total of idle money from rush- 
ing to compete at rising prices for the 
small supply of available goods. 

In 1988, net private savings after accrued 
taxation totaled 10 million pounds (1240 
million dollars), according to the latest Gov- 
ernment White Paper on National Income. 
Higher war-plant wages, overtime and bo- 
nuses swelled the total for 1945 to 1480 
million pounds (5920 million dollars). To 
prevent this surplus money from pouring 
into the market for scarce goods, heavy 
wartime taxes were imposed. 

Of unearned income ranging from 500 
pounds ($2000) to 100,000 pounds ($400,000) 
a year, more than 90 per cent goes to the 
tax collector. The tax on earned income 
remains as heavy as it was during the 
war. For illustration, a single person earn- 
ing 400 pounds ($1600) a year has about 
289 pounds ($1156) after deduction of in- 
come tax under the pay-as-you-earn plan. 


Leeway for Spending Urge 


The Government has refrained from frus- 
trating the normal spending urge of work- 
ers. It has given much leeway for the buy- 
ing of tobacco and liquor. But here, too, 
the “mopping up” of surplus money has 
applied. Translated into American money, 
the mop-up works this way: 

To the retail price of a $1.47 bottle of 
whisky a tax of $3.67 is added. An ounce 
of the cheapest tobacco priced at 9 cents 
carries a tax of 35 cents. A 12-cent package 
of ordinary cigarettes bears a purchase 
tax of 35 cents. 

Rigid wartime rationing and price-fixing 
prevail. These controls are intended to 
guarantee to each person a fair share of 


currently scarce necessities without paying 
excessive prices. About 90 per cent of all 
food essentials are rationed and fixed in 
price. For example, one person is limited 
to only 24 cents worth of meat a week 
at his butcher shop. The better the qual- 
ity, the less on his plate. (An increase has 
been hinted.) 


Clothing remains tightly rationed. For 
the current six months each person has 
14 points. A woman’s woolen dress takes 
14 points, a man’s suit 26. Clearly not much 
idle money is spilling over into clothing 
stores. 


Living Cost Is Up 31 Per Cent 


On the other hand, money can—and does 
—trickle out for non-rationed luxury goods. 
In middle-class sections of London aspa- 
ragus is sold for the equivalent of $2 a 
bunch. And as much as $4 is charged for 
a single bunch of grapes. 

A medium-sized standard-make car is 
priced at 460 pounds ($1840). But the buy- 
er has to pay another 128 pounds ($512) in 
purchase tax. On other luxury goods such 
as jewelry and leather bags, the purchase 
tax runs 100 per cent or more. 


In recent months some savings have 
found their way into black markets, this 
irregular spending ranging from “under 
the table” payment for steaks in restau- 
rants to a surreptitious tipping of milk- 
men by mothers whose children have gone 
six years on low rations. 

No direct, national machinery has been 
set up to deal with black markets. Local 
police handle it quickly and severely, how- 
ever, when complaints are brought. A Lon- 
don butcher recently was fined $200 for 
overcharging 20 cents on a 42-cent rabbit, 


The cost of living has gone up. The Min- 
istry of Labor’s index was 100 on Sept. 1, 
1939. For April, 1946, it was 131. The 
Trades Union Congress complains that the 
index fails to include enough essentials and 
that the rise has been even greater than 
the figures show. 

Finally the question arises: What bear- 
ing on inflation has Britain’s nationaliza- 
tion program? Experts assert: None. They 
submit it will take 20 years to nationalize 
the industries nominated, and this would 
hardly affect the supplies of goods or the 
flow of money in the near future. 


„For Want of a Nail a Shoe Was Lost”

A typical instance of how a comparative- 
ly small strike of union workers can cause 
an economic upheaval out of all proportion 
to its primary importance has recently 
pushed Granite City, III., into the national 
limelight. 

Machinists to the number of 175 walked 
out of the Granite City Steel Co. The 
cause and merits of the dispute have no 
bearing on the point that the strike threw 
out of work 1700 others in the plant, upset 
a great part of the city’s retail business 
and disrupted the production schedules of 
a number of steel consumers, with conse- 
quent further unemployment. 

Granite City, suburb of St. Louis, has 
something over 25,000 people. Throwing 
1700 of its men out of work affects one- 
third of its families directly. At last re- 
ports, the strike had been going on 90 days. 


No pay envelopes for several thousand fam- 
ilies means that a good many merchants 
have been losing customers. 

One electric company, falling to get steel 
for needed parts, was prevented from hir- 
ing 1000 additional workers. Doubtless 
other steel buyers were similarly affected. 

These companies were thus unable to fill 
orders for consumer goods. Thousands of 
retailers lost sales, and probably thousands 
of buyers among the general public were 
disappointed—if they did not in the mean- 
time suffer losses through inability to pro- 
cure needed equipment. 

It’s the old story of “for want of a nail 
a shoe was lost.” Until orderly and legal 
methods of settling labor disputes are sub- 
stituted for the disorderly and chaotic 
strike, the American reputation for effi- 
ciency in industry remains pure myth. 


Take It With Benzedrine 


“The Economic Mind tn American Civilization, 1606 
1865," by Joseph Dorfman. (The Viking Press 
New York.) 

The publishers of this two-volume study 
claim that it is “not aimed primarily at the 
scholarly audience, but at the 
general reader.” If the publishers are right, 
then the author’s aim seems faulty. Here, 
in 987 pages, is a sure cure for insomnia 
for the general reader, intelligent or other- 
wise. Careful experimentation reveals that 
10 pages equal 15 grains of bromide. On the 
other hand, scholars, if they can stay 
awake, may find this a good source book. 
Dorfman has summarized the opinions of 
American economists of two and a half 
centuries and seems to have overlooked 
none of them, including many who have 
long been forgotten and who appafently 
exercised very little influence when they 
were alive. The author did not use sec- 
ondary sources; in preparing his summaries 
he went directly to the writings of the 
economists themselves, even anony- 
mous publications to their true authors. 
These he presents with thumbnail biogra- 
phies of the writers.

Effects of the Death of OPA 


T 


HE odds against an improved OPA coming out of Congress are 
at least 10-to-l. On the, day before he vetoed the bill, President 
Truman was told by Administration leaders on Capitol Hill that 


the case was hopeless and his only alternative was to sign the bill 
in the hope of preserving something out of the wreckage of price 


control. 


They were as surprised as the 
President's own personal advisers 
at the veto decision. For major- 
ity leader Barkley and the others 
at the capitol it would have been 
an easy way out if the President 
had signed the bill with a message 
written more in sorrow than in 
anger. 

What makes their task difficult, 
perhaps even impossible, is that 
this test comes so close to the 
deadline for the campaign recess. 
If the showdown on OPA had 
come earlier in the session—even 
six weeks earlier—the odds would 
not have been so uneven. 


Serious Absenteeism. 


But Barkley and Speaker Ray- 
burn know how hard it will be 
to force quick action in the three 
weeks that remain. It gives ob- 
structionists like Pappy O’Daniel 
a chance to use technicalities and 
delaying tactics in order to hold 
up even a temporary restoration 
ef controls. 

A great many members of Con- 
gress, some of whom would be 
ardent supporters of OPA, are 
away. Some are at the atomic 
bomb test. Others have gone to 
Manila for the inauguration of the 
new Philippine Government. Still 
ethers are back home, campaign- 
ing in the primaries. The work 
of Congress is seriously hampered 
by this absenteeism. 

The bigwest factor in favor of a 
renewed OPA, somewhat stronger 
than the one provided in the 
vetoed bill, is the upsurge of pub- 
lic opinion that followed the Pres- 
ident’s action. The public recog- 
nized the courage that action took. 
Telegrams are flooding into Con- 
gress, demanding quick action, 


A Case of Humpty Dumpty. 


But veteran Democrats put little 
faith in this outpouring. While 
it is a victory for the President, 
the victory is likely to be very 
temporary. Public memory is no- 
toriously short. 

V hat they fear is that families 
who are paying inflated prices 
next fall will not stop to reason 
wh 2 the blame lies. They will 
be more iikely to hit out blindly 
at the party in power. 

If very much time is allowed to 
go by before a temporary restora- 
tion is voted, the OPA organiza- 
tion will surely begin to disinte- 
grate. Putting humpty dumpty to- 


gether again will be an extremely 
difficult task. Already in the face 
of delays and uncertainties OPA 
has suffered serious erosion of 
valua personnel. 
Representative Jesse Wolcott of 
Michigan, whose objection pre- 
vented quick action by the House 
on a temporary restoration, will 
try to put through a separate rent 
control provision. But if all other 
prices are allowed to soar, then 
such a provision will be meaning- 
less. Landlords cannot go on in- 
definitely paying increased costs 
without getting increased rents. 
This single class of property own- 
ers cannot be expected to show 
— only self -restraint in the coun- 


From some cities come reports 
of rents boosted overnight and 
families faced with eviction no- 
tices, The new director of the Of- 
fice of War Mobilization and Re- 
conversion, John R. Steel re- 
ceived a telephone call from St. 
Loui: telling of the owner of an 
apartment who sent eviction 
notices to all tenants on Sunday 
afternoon. But with the notices 
went a hint that if they were 
willing to “negotiate” perhaps they 
could stay on. 


A Tag on Taft. 


This has explosive potentialities.

No matter ‘what the veto may 
ultimately mean in President Tru- 
man's ‘own political horoscope, the 
controversy has had a direct po- 
litical effect on Senator Taft of 
Ohio. If the President did nothing 
else, he succeeded in linking Taft's 
name in the public mind with the 
abolition of price control and price 
increases. . 

That link is likely to remain in 
spite of the Senator’s speech of 
explanation. Even its author 
would have difficulty explaining 
the Taft amendment. It is in- 
credibly complicated and involved. 

In political arguments of this 
sort, it is the simple tag that 
sticks, The complicated explana- 
tion rarely gets across. Taft's 
rivals for the prize of the Re- 
publican nomination in 48 ca 
breathe a little more easily. How 
much the politics of price control 


will be remembered two years 
from now is another question.

For Some Straight Talk 


PEAKING in Ottawa last week, Herbert Hoover was reported 
as hailing halt to famine threat. He revealed that the “tragic 
gep of 3,600,000 tons in minimum” supplies of food had, at the 
last minute, been closed, and expressed himself as “humbly grateful” 


to be able to bring the good news, 


Later in the speech we heard, 
however. that though the program 
had been fulfilled, the needs of 


the children of food-lacking areas 
were not being met. “Millions of 
mothers are seeing their children 
wilt before their eyes, the 
proof is. in many cities, an an- 
nual mortality rate as high as 
200 in a thousand there are 
20,000,000 to 30,000,000 physically 
subnormal children on the con- 
tinent of Europe.” 


And, despite UNRRA, nothing 
is being done to parallel the Amer- 
ican relief effort after the last 
war, whereby we gave “a good 
restorative meal a day to 10,000,000 
undernourished children.” 


Concealment of Facts. 


So that is the picture. Canada, 
the United States, the Argentine 
and Australia—from whom 90 per 
cent of the food has come—have 
supplied over 10 million tons, have 
met the threatened gap of 3,600,- 
000, UNRRA has distributed the 
food to 800 million persons, but 
millions of children are on the 
edge of starvation in Europe alone. 
‘This means that the program was 
not adequate in the first place, 
mor are the methods of distri- 
bution. 

Yet, Congressional action result- 
ed last week in lifting all price 
, controls, and not a single political 
Jeader fights for the resumption 
of rationing, although Mr. Hoover 
| admitted that few, if any, food- 
| deficit areas have supplies for 
more than a month; that all we 
have done, at best, is to prevent 
mass starvation, and that the cri- 
| sis is one of long perspective. 
There has grown up in this 

country a habit of political lead- 
ers which strikes at the founda- 
tion stones of democracy. It is 
to conceal from the people the 
full facts from which alone they 
can gauge the measure of their 
responsibilities. It is not consid- 
_ ered “good politics” to tell the peo- 
ple bad news, and when told, it 
is concealed in a sugar pill. Thus 
we “hail” a halt to famine, 
though the threat is only tran- 
sitorily stemmed and children are 
still dying. 


Crime Against Reason. 


Even Mr. Hoover, in listing the 
causes of the European crisis— 
the degeneration and destruction 
_ Wrought by war, a series of disas- 
trous drouths, and the plunder of 
food supplies by armies—says no 
word regarding another primary 
Cause for which Allied leaders are 
directly responsible: the upreot- 
ing from their homes, in normal 
food-producing areas, of 10 to 20 
million persons, and their trans- 
ference, without more property 
than they can carry in a suitcase. 
into the already overcrowded and 
bombed-out German interior. 

This crime against reason and 
humanity for which, under the 
current concept of “collective 
guilt,” you and I are responsible, 
has created—not by an act of na- 
ture, nor by war, but by deliberate 
will—a situation unprecedented 


since the great migrations of the 
Middle Ages. 


This, plus economic demoraliza- 
tion through failure to re-estab- 
lish a flow of goods between the 
various German zones; this, plus 
hasty, irrational and ill-considered 
land reforms, many of them in 
the form of pure loot—awards to 
political “reliables’—is a purely 
artificial augmentation of the 
crisis. The result, predicted by 
this columnist immediately after 
Potsdam a year ago, is the death, 
immediately or by slow degenera- 
tion, of hundreds of thousands of 
innocent children. 


Empty of Human Life. 


And this continues. Much of 
the normally food-surplus areas 
of Eastern Europe, particularly 
Germany, are al] but denuded of 
inhabitants. The Germans have 
left, but the Poles, to whom the 
land was ambiguously awarded 
at Potsdam, are not taking it over 
in sufficient ‘numbers to fill in 
the gaps, Thoroughly skeptical of 
the great powers’ promises, they 
fear that they may be the next 


to be driven out, if or when politi- |.

LONGER AND FULLER 
DRESSES FOR WOMEN 
FORBIDDEN BY CPA 


Firm ‘No’ to Stylists and 
Check Will Be Made to See 
That Makers Obey. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
The Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration said a firm “no” yesterday 
to stylists who want to make 
women’s dresses longer and more 
voluminous, 

Morris 8. Verner Jr., CPA com- 
pliance division director, warned 
in letters to 1000 manufacturers of 
dresses that his division “intends 
to enforce the restrictive provi- 
sions of order L-85.” This means 
that the skirt sweep must not 
blossom further, but must stay at 
65 to 80 inches depending on size 
of garment; dress lengths must 
remain 43% to 47 inches, and 
sleeve lengths and circymference 
must stay at 30 to 31 inches and 
14 to 16 inches repectively. 

CPA will make checks at the 
manufacturing plants and retail 
stores, Verner said, to determine 
whether the order is being fol- 
lowed. Directing manufacturers 
not heed the demand for more 
fullness and length, Verner 
warned that any violations will be 
construed as wilful and violators 
will be subjected to penalties pro- 
vided in the order.

not required to labor in the camp. 
— ay do everything we can to 

them comfortable,” the 
camp superintendent said as he 
led me through the long wooden 
barracks lined with army cots. 
“After all, they will only be here 
10 days to a fortnight.” 

Why this contradiction between 
law and sanction? The answer 
from every government official is 
the same: 

“What are we to do? We can't 
put them back on their stinking 
little ships and set them wander- 
ing again. We can’t send them 
back to Europe. We do every- 
thing possible to discourage illegal 
immigration;. but once they get 
here there isn’t much we can do 
but accept them.” 

(The certificates issued to the 
illegal immigrants are charged 
against the official quota of 1500 
a month, but these are drawn 
upon for ‘weeks in advance which, 
in effect, raises the actual monthly 
admissions Above the legal maxi- 
mum. Immigrants in June, for 
instance, might be charged to the 
August quota. Efforts to arrange 
for immediate admission of 100,- 
000 displaced Jews in Europe, as 
provided in the recent Anglo- 
American report, would lift the 
official quotas and “balance” the 
boo 


ks.) 

The Jewish Agency helps oper- 
ate the clearing station. The well- 
organized camp buzzes with mili- 
tary efficiency. The government 
supplies the food. The Jewish 
Agency supplies doctors and vol- 
unteer medical helpers and staffs 
the kitchens. They work together 
to index these people and dis- 
tribute them ta places where they 
are most likely to succeed in their 
new existence. 

Reason for Wire and Guns. 

But why the barbed wire and 
the guards and the loaded guns? 

There are good and logical rea- 
sons, the officials explain. In the 
first place, the immigrants must 
be kept together until they can 
be recorded officially. Immigra- 
tion officials and the Criminal In- 
vestigation Division try to find 
out who they are and where they 
came from. Then, of course, there 
must be an attempt to find any 
witL criminal records. These must 
not be allowed to wander off. 
Probably the most important 
reason for their guarded confine- 
ment is their own protection. 
There is always the possibility of 
Arab objection to their entry, 
which is a mild way of saying 
they might be attacked by a peo- 


On the other side of the fence— 
on their own side, actually—are 
Jewish terrorist organizations 
seeking new recruits for under- 
ground sabotage. 

There has been no record of 
Arab attack against Jewish immi- 
grants since the Arab uprising of 
1936. But the current threats and 
political turmoil over the Pales- 
tine situation keep the possibility 
in the foreground. 

When an illegal ship is brought 
into Haifa port, the area is sur- 
rounded by Bren gun carriers, 
armored cars and soldiers and po- 
lice. Until they are safely within 


Athlit camp, whole companies of 


armed men guard the immigrants 
against attack and escape. 
Terrorists Active. 

Jewish terrorist organizations 
already have shown their hand in 
this question of illegal immigra- 
tion. Illegal radio transmitters in 
Palestine periodically | broadcast 
threats of violence and assurance 
that more and more illegal immi- 
grants will be coming. 

Only recently an 18-year-old 
member of an underground Jew- 
ish organization, the Haganah, 
was sentenced by the Jerusalem 
military court to 14 years in pris- 
on for firing at a British soldier 
during an attempt to bring in il- 
legal immigrants secretly March 


25. 

Athlit itself has been attacked. 
On the night of Oct. 10 last year, 
Jewish terrorists stormed the 
camp and overpowered the Arab 
guards, wounding four of them. 
One woman internee was killed in 
the crossfire and 208 of the illegal 
immigrants were released. There 
were only a few guards then. 

Now the place is manned by 
British Tommies and Arab police- 
men under the command of a 
sandy-haired Britisher with an up- 
swept brush of mustache and a 
black Persian lamb tarboush. He 
is acting assistant superintendent 
Jacques Dudley-Nigg, who volun- 
teered for seven years of Pales- 
tine police work. 

He is proud of his camp and he 
seemed glad to show outsiders 
Arab policemen 
obey his commands with military 
snap. The British Tommies ‘are 
there to man the gun emplace- 
ments. Jewish agency representa- 
tives come to him for help in 
sorting out their new wards. The 
internees themselves come to him 
with their personal troubles, 


Riotous Welcome, 


The 500 who came with us were 
given a riotous welcome. Inside 
the camp were the remainder of 
nearly 1800 who had come from 
the Russian-controlled port of 
Constanza a month before. Some 
800 of them were still waiting for 
release. Jewish agency quotas 
were full—even drawn on in ad- 
vance. The legal quota for July 
already is used up, Just inside 
the gates there was a singing, 
shouting mass of young men and 
women. 

No effort was made to stop the 
cheering demonstration. Guards 
held the internees back from the 
gates to make passage for the 
new arrivals, As each busload of 
newcomers alighted and marched 
through, carrying their belongings 
on their backs, the crowd. inside 
sang the Hatikvah, the Zionist an- 
them; they chanted cheers in He- 
brew that sounded like old college 
yells at homecoming time, 

The big, single-room barracks 
buildings flank each side of a 
paved road that splits the camp 
into equal parts. On one side are 
the women’s barracks and on the 


married couples are required to 
split up during their stay, al- 
though all are allowed to roam the 
camp freely during the day. 

As they found their bunks with 
the clean sheets and the blankets 
they wandered out again and 
shouted across the road at each 


other and to the crowd of “old 


ple who consider them. invaders. | 


other side are the men’s. Even. 


timers” who packed the middle of 
the road, 

They dropped their bundles and 
bags, many of which were haver- 
sacks from all the armies of Eu- 
rope. Many others were made old 
old carpet and burlap. They were 
fed fresh eggs and fresh vege- 
tables and fruits, bread and but- 
ter, coffee and milk. There were 
hot showers with plenty of soap; 
and the ‘clothes they had been 
wearing for days were sent to the 
camp laundry for a _ thorough 
steam treatment. 


Next morning those with conta- 
gious diseases were segregated 
and sent to the Jewish Agency 
hospital in Haifa, Those requiring 
minor medical attention were 
treated in the clean, modern camp 
infirmary. Health department of- 
ficers inoculated them against 
smallpox and typhoid and cholera, 
and Jewish Agency doctors put 
them through a complete medical 
examination. Then they went 
through a huge barn-like building, 
where they were sprayed with 
DDT insecticide, 

By afternoon a certain sem- 
blance of normal life had come 
over the place. The first excite- 
ment of arrival had quited down. 
The barbed wire fence behind the 
women’s barracks blossomed with 
laundry, 


Most difficult of all was the 
task of getting their past records. 
Questioned by immigration au- 
thorities, most of them were vague 
and gave only their names and 
places of birth. 


“Where did you come from?” 
Each one was asked. 

1 don’t remember, It was dark 
and I couldn’t see where I was,” 
was the general answer. 

Only a few had papers of iden- 
tity. Most of those we saw spoke 
Greek and very few Hebrew. One 
who could speak of Jews who 
died in the concentration camps 
and crematoriums of Europe, said: 
“We cannot tell you how we came 
or who helped us, because many 
more will come the same way and 
we don’t want to make their pas- 
sage more dangerous than it is.” 


Questioned by Police, 


After the immigrution authori- 
ties went through the group, they 
were questioned by the Criminal 
Investigation Division of the 
Palestine police. The Jewish 
Agency helps in this, too. They 
index the newcomers as to oc- 
cupation and political leanings, 
asking particularly whether they 
wish to live in urban communities 
or on farms. 

Those who have relatives in 
Palestine will be sent to them. 
The rest become the wards of the 
Jewish Agency until they are set- 
tled in their new society. 

When these preliminaries are 
accomplished, there is nothing else 
to be done except wait for release. 
After two or three days of intense 
activity the newcomers are left 
more or less at leisure, The Jewish 
Agency conducts an orientation 
program, giving them lessons in 
Hebrew, entertaining them with 
recorded music, and offering books 
— while away their time of wait- 
ng. 

The certificates will come. Of 
that they are positive. It's just a 
matter of waiting patiently for a 
few more days. Then they will 
walk through the heavy gates to 
freedom, with ful] legal rights.

be produced, at present or in the 
immediate future, ‘but with any 
new development there are in- 
evitably ‘refinements. I believe 
that it’s sound to expect atomic 
bombs a lot more powerful than 
the present ones.” 

Rush said theories on the pro- 
duction of more powerful bombs 
involve the solution of one or 
both of the following factors: 

1. Getting more fissionable 
material into a bomb than is 
now used—that is, producing 
physically larger bombs. 

2. Increasing the efficiency 
of the explosion itself—that is, 
getting more of the component 
material to disintegrate. 

Senator McMahon’s model-T“ 
tag for present-type bombs is in 
line with the opinions of three 
University of Chicago scientists 
who have told the McMahon com- 
mittee that “the bombs dropped 
on Japan are firecrackers com- 
pared to what will be 18 
in 10 or 20 years.“ 


WASHINGTON U. DEPARTMENT 
OF ZOOLOGY GRANTED $30,000 


A $30,000 grant has been given 
the Washington University depart- 
ment of zoology by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation to finance a 
three-year research project in the 
field of embryology and general 
physiology, it was announced to- 
day by Dr. Viktor Hamburger, 
professor of zoology. 

The grant is a renewal of a 
previous Rockefeller gift, and an 
increase. Research will include a 
study of enzymes in embryonic 
development and embryology’ of 
the nervous system. 

The program will be directed by 
Dr. Hamburger and Dr. H. Burr 
Steinbach, professor of zoology. 
Dr. Hamburger has beeh on the 
university faculty since 1935 and 
Dr. Steinbach since 1941.

teaspoon orange juice, one-half 
pint whipping cream, one cup 
finely shredded coconut, 1 dozen 
lady fingers, split. 

Heat coconut, open two eyes 
and drain out milk. Crack coco- 
nut, remove meat, peel off brown 
skin and shred white portions on 
fine shredder. Cover until ready 
for use. 


Soak gelatin in coconut milk 


five minutes. Add milk, then 
sugar, and flavoring. Stir 
until sugar is thoroughly dis- 
solved. Chill until slightly con- 
gealed. Whip cream until stiff. 
Beat gelatin mixture with same 
beater until fluffy, then beat in 
about one third of the whipped 
cream. Fold in coconut and, last- 
ly, remaining whipped cream. 
Pour into pan or spring mold, 
lined with waxed paper, then with 
lady fingers. Chill until set. 
Serve with orange sauce. Six to 
eight servings.

Blend with boiling water 
and cook until clear and thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. Add 


juice and segments. Press out 


juice from grated rind and stir 
into sauce. Discard the rind. 
Add butter and stir until melted. 
Cool, About one and one-half 


cups.

Many Fears 
Of Heart Ills 


Are Needless

F recent years, the average 
an has read and heard so 
much of heart diseases that he 

is, as it were, “over-sold” on its 
dangers. As a result, the very 
names of the various heart dis- 
orders carry with them a feeling 
of doom. This is unfortunate be- 
cause it puts an added burden on 
both the heart patient and his doc- 


r. 

We should all learn to realize 
that, though heart diseases are al- 
ways serious in that they require 


prompt attention and good care, 


they are not 7 
even incapacitating. 

Take coronary thrombosis for 
instance, This is indeed a grave 
ailment, It may prove fatal, and 
yet there are numerous cases on 
record where such patients have 
enjoyed many years of good health 
after recovery from 1 attack. 


x * 

THIS DISEASE is the result of 
what doctors call an “infarction” 
of the heart muscle, which simply 
means that a portion of the tissue 
dies through lack of oxygen and 
nourishment, This comes about as 
a result of blocking in a branch 
of the coronary arteries which 
supply the heart with blood. Just 
why this blocking occurs is not 
definitely known. 

According to Dr. Arthur J. 
Geiger of New Haven, Connecti- 
cut, there are three cardinal points 
of treatment: first, the relief of 
pain; second, provision of rest for 
the heart; and, third, the preven- 
tion and treatment of any compli- 
cations, 

After time has been allowed 
for repair of the damaged area, 
the doctor will estimate how much 
exertion the patient can safely 
make. Thereafter, life is largely 
a matter of adjusting activities to 
the capacity of the heart for work. 
So long as this is done, the 
chances for life and health are 
good even over long periods of 


time. 
:. & 
FOR RELIEF of the pain, a 


narcotic such as morphine is rec- 
emmended which can be given by 
i into a muscle or a vein. 
A drug known as demerol may be 
used in place of morphine. It is 
valuable in relieving pain and 
causes relatively little disturbance 
of the stomach and bowel. Mor- 
phine may cause vomiting and de- 
press the breathing. 

Another preparation which has 
been found helpful is papaverine 
which is like morphine in its ac- 
tion, but somewhat weaker. How- 
ever, it has some effect in dilating 
or relaxing the spasm of blood ves- 
sels and thus not only relieves the 
pain, but alsé may have a good 
effect on the circulation to the 
heart. It also may be given by 
injection into a — or a vein. 


* 

DR. GEIGER also recommends 
that during the first week or ten 
days following the occurrence of 
the attack, the diet be restricted. 
The patient should be kept in bed 
at rest for several weeks at least. 
He instructs the patient not to 
exert any muscular effort. The 
patient is fed by an attendant and 
daily bathing and change of bed 
linens is not encouraged as it dis- 
turbs the patient. 

During the second week, if the 
patient's condition is satisfactory, 
he is given upward massages of 
the legs two or three times a day, 
and he is allowed to feed himself. 
At the end of the fourth week, 
sometimes earlier, the patient is 
allowed to ait up in a chair, and 
gradually begin to walk. 

Just how soon the patient may 
return to his normal activities de- 
pends on the condition of the heart 
and the reactions which occur to 
exercise.

HYDE PARK, Tuesday. 
ARLY yesterday morning, I 
E left here and motored to La 
ardia Field in New York to 
take a plane to Washington. At 
the Washington airport, I found 
waiting for me my son Elliott, his 
wife and his two little boys, who 
were on their way up to Hyde 
Park from Fort Worth, Tex. We 
went together to call on Mrs. Tru- 
man and then directly to the Capi- 
tol for the memorial services 
which were held for my husband 
at a joint session of the Senate 
and the House, 

The committee in charge had 
invited the Hon. John G. Winant 
to speak. I thought his address 
was beautiful and very moving. 
His great sincerity reaches his au- 
dience, I think, and there is al- 
Ways so much in what he says 
that you want to take away for 
future contemplation. The cere- 
mony was simple but very well ar- 
ranged, and the music lovely. 

I should have liked to speak to 
more of the people whom I saw 
there—the President and some 
members of the Cabinet, Sen. Bark- 
ley, Adm, Leahy, Gen, Eisenhow- 
er, Adm. Nimitz, and various other 


officers—but there seemed to be 


no opportunity to do so. I did 
have a chance to say a few words 
to some of the members of the 
Senate and House, and to speak 
to all the members of the com- 
mittee which had made the ar- 
rangements. 

The latter had kindly asked me 
to stay to luncheon but, having 
two small boys with us, we de- 
cided we had better go to Mr. C. 
R. Smith’s house and give them 
a rest before our plane trip back 
to New York, followed by the long 
drive to Hyde Park! It was 9 
o'clock before I deposited them 
safely in their own home, and 
nearly 10 o’clock before we reached 
our own cottage. Somehow it 
seemed a long day! 


I see that the House passed a 
20-day extension for OPA, but the 
Senate, because of Senator W. Lee 
O’Daniel’s blocking tactics, will 
probably not be able to do any- 
thing. What funny people we are,

resentatives to use parliamentary 
technicalities to prevent the legal 
enforcement of our desires!

In California's largest city, it 
seems, “you pays your money and 
you takes your choice.” So far 
as my knowledge goes, there is 
no other city in the country where 
the name is pronounced with so 
many conflicting variations. 

The difficulty arises from the 
average American’s unfamiliarity 
with Spanish phonetics. The name 
Los Angeles (Spanish: Lohss 
AHNG-hay-lace) is capable of va- 
rious Anglicized pronunciations, 
as our San Fernando poet cleverly 
points out, and all are to be found 
in American dictionaries and 
gazeteers. 

Which pronunciation actually 
prevails in the city itself I cannot 
say with certainty, although I have 
been in Los Angeles scores of 
times since my early boyhood. 

All this would seem to be con- 
fusing, but it isn’t at all. Residents 
of the city are nicely impartial 
and accept all the pronunciations 
with equal grace, thus saving 
themselves endless bickerings and 
the splitting up into separate 
camps: “You call it your way and 
I'll call it mine,” settles the mat- 
ter sensibly and gives everybody 
just that much more time for 
drinking orange juice, going to the 
beaches, and trying to cross the 
street at Hollywood and Vine. 

The problem of pronunciation, 
however, could have assumed 
frightening proportions had the 
city retained its complete and 
original name. I don't want to be 
morbid, but I do ask you to 
imagine what a linguistic goulash 
the Californians and the rest of 
us 140 million Americans would 
have made of: El Pueblo de Nue- 
stra Senora la Reina de los An- 
geles!

WHAT DO WE MEAN BY 
THE “OPEN DOOR’? 

T is John Hay, one of the great- 

est Secretaries of State the 

United States ever had, who is 
most prominently associated with 
the words “Open Door.” Hay used 
them with a meaning that became 
epic, and charged them with the 
significance of the fundamental 
policy of the United States in its 
foreign relations. Here is how it 
started. 

Near the turn of the last cen- 
tury trade with China virtually 
had been partitioned among Great 
Britain, Russia and Germany. 
This had been accomplished 
through the acquisition by those 
countries of control, under the 
guise of long-term leases, of im- 
portant Chinese ports. Its practi- 
cal effect would have been the 
eventual exclusion from business 
with China of the United States 
and other powers except the 
favored three. 


In 1899, John Hay, Secretary of 
State under Presidents McKinley 
and Theodore Roosevelt, began 
negotiations with the nations on 
the “in” to open up Chinese trade 
to those on the “out” on equal 
terms. Hay propounded not only 
that the same opportunities be ac- 
corded all nations to do business 
with China, but that Chinese 

„sovereignty be respected. He ulti- 
mately was successful in gaining 
acceptance of his principles and 
proposals. All the nations ob- 
served generally their promises in 
this regard, except Japan, First 
secretly and later flagrantly Japan 
violated its pledges. By subter- 
fuge and, at last, by overt acts 
Japan tried to “hog” the game. 
And the end of the long hog, it 
must be pointed out, wag the 
slaughterhouse.

East, thrown in, could do no 
better than return a 
South carefully ruffed with the 
heart five and over-ruffed with 
dummy’s heart six. He then ran 
the spades, merely waiting for 
East to ruff. South was thus as- 
sured of the rest of the tricks, and 
his slam contract.
